The Montreal Herald makes a strenuous protest against a cer- 
tain press service that is eternally sending out despatches of a nature 
which are’ in no wise benefitting to Canada’s financial standing. We 


‘notes of warning.” The Herald says: 

“It is about time that the Canadian people and Canadian news- 
Papers registered an emphatic protest against the systematic cam- 
paign of belittlement of Canadian credit now being carried on by the 
Canadian Associated Press from London. “The service is well subsidiz- 
ed by the Canadian Parliament, that is to say by Canadians in general, 
yet it devotes a good deal of its time to collecting and ‘spreading broad- 
cast every ‘knock’? at our business affairs which it can possiby dis- 
cover. Yesterday, for example, it sent out_another thirty line cable 
from London beginning with the threadbare ‘note of warning” as to 
the condition of the London money markets toward Canadian affairs. 

During the last week two municipal issues, those of Winnipeg and 
Vancouver, have met with success on the London market, one being 
over-subscribed and the other, according to the Times, completely taken 
up. In the same issue of Canadian newspapers which printed the 
C.A.P.’s latest wail the same service reported, besides the success of 
the Vancouver flotation, yet another success, that of the Canadian North- 
ern Pacific’s four million dollar issue, fully subscribed before the time 
of closing. Yet, in spite of all this the Canadian Press cable solemnly 
warns us to beware lest we grow too optimistic. There is, it appears, 
a shrewd suspicion that these issues were not a success after all, only 
nominally so. The cable does not, of course, explain what a ‘tnominal”’ 
success means. Canada has, we learn, on further perusal of this inter- 
esting if vague despatch, suffered a serious diminution of popularity 
on the London market which cannot be explained by the universally 
Stringent money conditions—nor, apparently,, by the C.A.P. 

As is usually the case with the lugubrious despatches of the Can- 
adian Press describing Canada’s bad standing in the eyes of the Lon- 
don financiers, this particular “‘note of warning” has been sounded 
anonymously, Surely if the correspondent gets his information from 
reliable sources there is no need for all this mystery. It is beginning to 
look very much as though the Canadian Press were being used by dis- 
gruntled gentlemen of the Horne-Payne type, with axes to grind.

Liter- 
ary “and” journalistic’ knights are 
plentiful enough, but that a writer 
should gain the coveted honor of a 
Daronetcy is s rare enough event to 
be sensational. Barrie’ is the most 
modest of men, and the very last 
whom one would suspect of having 
made any efor. himself to gain the 
decoration. Ralph Connor tells how 
he was once Invited to a reception at; 
Free St. George's, Edinburgh, which 
was given by the young people of the 
church tn honor of the rising novelist. 
Coming In late the Canadian met 
Henry Drummond. “Have you sees 
Barrief” asked Drammond.

Montreal Grows” 
by Great Leaps 


Lovell's Directory Shows an In- 
crease of Over Ona Hundred 
Thousand. 


MONTREAL, Aug. 2.—An estimat- 
ed increase of over a hundred thous- 
and in the population of the city for 
the last two sears is shown in Lovell's 
directory, just published, which places 
the population of Montreal at 568,003, 
while with the outskirts there are ap- 
proixmately 652,500 people who were 
inhabiting tho city on the Ist of July 
last.. The directory contains 186,138 
names, and the estimate of the popu- 
lation is reached hy multiplying this 
figure by threo and one-half, which 
has been shown by experience ta give 
results that can be relied on as very 
nearly correct. 

A feature of the new directory is 
the very amall inciease in the number 
of pages, which has prevented the al- 
ready bulky yolume from becoming un- 
manageable. . Eighteen names have 
been added to each page of the strect 
directors, and 12 names to cach page 
of the alphabetical directory, and by 
this means the size of the directory 
has been kept down so that only a few 
more pages are contained than in last 
year’s volume. 

Sixty-one years ayo, the compiler of 
the directory and four others collected 
the names and addresses of the citi- 
zens. In the present work, the enor- 
mous growth of the city is illustrated 
hy the fact that over one hundred per- 
sons were required to work for two 
mouths, before the material had been 
yathered. Every precaution bas, as 
usual, been taken to secure accuracy 
of information, and to make the direc 
tory thoroughly reliable in every re- 
spect. Where information about some 
society or corporation is missing, the 
publishers are satisfied that the blame 
for the omission rests with the party 
who should have supplied it. 

There are. in the new directory, 14,- 
313 more names than there were hast 
year. when the population was esti- 
inated at 602,437 or uw littl over fitty 
thousand less thes this year's figure. 
The names of those residing ‘a West 
mount, Maisonneuve, Outremont, Ver- 
dun, and Montreal West are found in 
the street and alphabetical portions of 
the directors. and in making the esti- 
mate of the population of the city 
proper, deductions have been made 
for these outlying municipalities, the 
population of Maixonnenre being reck- 
oned a8 32,000, Westmonnt at 18,500, 
Vidun as 24,000 and) Outromont as 
10,000, When these deductiona hare 
been made the population of the city 
proper is 563,133, as against 468,197, 
the figure from the official census re- 
turns of 1011, an increase of almost 22 
per cent. for the last two years. 

At this rate the city's population 
will be considerably over tho million 
mark in 1919. By 1931, two years 
would be gnito anflicient to add to the 
population of the spreading city, more 
people than are at present living in 
both the city and suburbs. If the 
present rate of increase should remain 
constant, twenty six years from today 
would see a city containing a greater 
population than the whole of the Do- 
minion of Canada can boast of today, 
and with sever and three-quarter mil- 
lions of people, exclusive of suburbs, 
considerably larger than the London 
of the present time. A trip further 
in the future is too dizzy for,tho brain 
of any but tho trained mathematician. 
but the array of figures aro sufficient 
to show that within tho lifetime of 
the present citizens the city on the 
thores of the St. Lawrence is likely to 
stand in the forefront of the leading 
centres of the world. Of course, it is 
only natural to expect that tho in- 
crease will not be maintained at the 
present rate, but the addition of grow- 
ing xuburbs will likely prevent any 
considerable decrease iv the rate of ad- 
vance. 

Montreal. is not the only city whose 
population hus heen growing, as tho 
Toronto figures show an increaso of 
wlmost- a hundred thousand over the

Ridnapped His: 
Safe _ Own Child 


Mother Claims Husband Carried 
jo Child for Adoption by Friend. 


“CARDIFF, Wales, Aug. 2.—A re- 
markable caso of alleged kidnapping 
took place in Cardiff on Friday, when 
Yvonne Barzet, three years old, was 
carried off by a man and a woman in 
a blue taxicab. 

Tho child is a daughter of Mme. 
Barget, a former Cardiff girl, who 
married a Frenchman and has been 
living with him in Paris for three 
years. Recently she returned to Car- 
diq with her child on a visit to her 
parents. 





On Friday evening- the child was 
playing in the street when a taxicab 
drove up with two men and a woman 
in it. One of the men jumped out 
and, picking up little Yvonne, carried 
her into the cab, and they drove off. 
All the neighbors who saw it agree 
that the incident took no more than a 
few seconds. 

Inquiries show that the car went te 
Newport, where the party took the 
train for Hristol, and it is stated that 
the child's captors hare been traced 
to Southampton. 

Tho driver of the taxicab, when he 
returned. to Cardiff, said that every 
day last week he had been engaged by 
a foreigner to drive him through the 
city in search of his lost child. He 
was accompanied by a bandsoma wo- 
nn, and he said: 

“TL have Jost my little girl. If it 
costs me $500 I will fiad her. If you 
find her—a little yirl with rosy cheeks 
and curly hair—J will give you four 
qnids,””

“On Friday he told me to drive slow. 
ly through Daisy street,’ said the 
taxicab man. “When we came to the 
corner of Ivy atreet. he said, “Turn 
here,’ and he got ont of the cab and 
went back to Daisy street. Two min-

tle girl in his arms and said, “Drive 
straight np to Cathedral Road.’ 

ehWon L got to Cathedral Road he 
said, ‘Newport,’ and 1 drove then: to 
the station approach where he paid 
me, That was the last 1 saw of them.” 
The mother was not at home when the 
incident happened, and when told of 
the offair was distracted . 

“It is possiblo that the strange man 
in the taxicab was my husband,” she 
said.

The Grand Trunk pays the Temiskaming and “Ontario Railway 
Commission a fixed yearly sum, based on 4% per cent. of one-half of 
capital cost, for the main line of the railway—North Bay to Cochrane 
inclusive’ For the purposes of the agreement at its initial point, the 
sum of $300,000 was fixed as the rental, based upon the capital cost of 
the main line as of July 1, 1911. Cost of additions and betterments 
from that date are added to capital cost, upon which the Grand Trunk 
will pay interest upon one-half thereof, which naturally increases the 
rental annually. | In addition, the Grand Trunk has to pay its proportion- 
ate share of operating and general expenses. The agreement is to be 
in force for twenty-five years from the date on which the Grand Trunk 
begins to use the line ,and an option clause renews all rights for twenly- 
five or more years. 

The financing of the road is progressing favorably, although it will 
cost considerably more than was originally estimated. The directors 
met recently and authorized the issue of $15,000,000 debentures in re- 
spect of the loan for that amount which was granted to the €ompany by 
the Dominion government at the last session of parliament. This is 
the second Joan of that nature which the company has been fortunate 
enough to obtain, the former. being one for $10,000,000.

} PAIR MARKETS FOR THE FARMER

Tho farmer in Canada has innum- 
erable problems to solves, and not the 
Yeast important appears to be the ques- 

, tion of finding a fair market for his 
crops after they aro raised. This, 
says the Monetary Times, is constant- 

“ly being emphasized, moro ospecially 
“in Ontario, The farmer often gets the 
barest pittance for his products, and 
the consumer pass tho highest possible 
price for the same products, Who nb- 
‘sorbs the difference? 

Mr. J. Lockio Wilson, superintend- 
ent of agricultural and horticultural 
societies for Ontario, the other day 

‘cited a striking instance. A man from 
near Wiarton, Ontario, went to him 
and said that, having heard of tho de- 
mand for vegetables in cities, and 
thinking that perhaps tho raising of 
them might pay him better than the 
ordinary farm crops, he decided to put 
in an acro of cabbages, with the object. 
of selling them in Toronto, Ho did 50, 
raising 10,000 head of cabbage. When 
jhe camo to Toronto and asked the 
\wholesalo men what. they would pay 
for his fifteen tons of cabbages, they 
offered him $5 a ton, f.0.b. in Toronto. 
Thit was $75 for his carload of cab- 
bages, or about one and threo-quarter 
cents a head. At this timo in tho 
Grocery stores of Toronto, cabbages 
were selling retail at 15 cents a head. 

In order to transport his cabbages 
to Toronto, tho Wiarton man. would 
have to charter a car, costing him $12, 
leaving him $33. - Ie figured that tho 
manure at 23 cents a load, Jabor no- 
cessary, spraying, etc., would increase 
his charges so that, after selling his 
cabbages, ho would actually bo thirty- 
five dollars out of pocket. .

Victim's Companions Badly Gashed 
by Perpetrator who Escaped 


MONTREAL, Aug. 5.—Wnile trying 
to prevent the hurried exit of a tres- 
passer from a yard in Conway street, 


Rolston, a corporation carter, of 20 
Conway street, dropped dead on the 
sidewalk with a knife wound in his 
heart, and Michael Mullin, a master 
carter, living at 38 Conway street, in 
an attempt to grapple with the mur- 
derer of his freind, was so badly gash- 
ed on the arms that bé@ had to be hut- 
ried to the General Hospital.

BALKAN PEACE CONDITIONS 


Peaco has at last been declared in 
the Balkans and it is possible that an 
order demobilizing the armics of the 
various belligerents may be made next 
Saturday. Tho proclamation of peace 


rejoicing at Bucharest. and we can im- 
agine that Sofia is no less relieved, for 
the Bulgarian capital lies at the mercy 
of ber foes and would fall with but 
little resistance, so exhausted has Bul- 
garia become. 
© We can only hope, says the Montreal 
Herald, that the peaco thus inaugur- 
ated may be permanent, but it is well 
to remember that the war within a 
war which has so completely humbled 
the Bulgarian power was begun with- 
Sat formal declaration and in spite of 
a treaty. Bulgaria loses much terri- 
tory, and is hoping that the boundary 
now insisted upon by the victorious 
Greeks, Servians and Roumanians 
may, later on, be revised by the Pow- 
ers. There would scem to be little en- 
ough hope of this, for once the fight- 
ing has definitely stopped tho Powers 
will, we imagine, be glad to let well 
enough alone. The danger of a cessa- 
tion of hostilities with tho territorial 
arrangement now proposed by Bulgar- 
ia’s enemies is that tho latter cbuntry 
will never rest contented. It is only 
#® question of time until she has re- 
cuperated sufficiently to take from 
weakor rivals what she is now too ex- 
hausted to hold. Kipling’s war cor- 
respondent who spent his life predict- 
ing the coming of trouble in the Bal- 
kana could safely continuo his propho-

Those who try to give the impression that all supporters of a Can- 
adian fleet are opposed to Mr. Borden's Dreadnought policy are doing 
so unfairly and unjustly, says The Canadian Courier. Some of them 
are doing it through ignorance and some through partizanship. The 
truth is that the supporters of a Canadian fleet, similar to the Australian 
fleet, are both Conservatives and Liberals. Of the three hundred 
prominent men who signed the Non-Partisan memorial, one-half were 
Liberals and one-half Conservatives. That memorial had three -feat- 
ures; it approved a Canadian navy, ‘it favored a temporary contribution, 
and it advocated a ‘‘non-partisan’’ naval policy. It neither ‘approved 
nor condemned the Borden policy. Neither did it approve or condemn 
the Laurier policy. 

Just how far some of the journals here and in London are going in 
an effort to make it appear that the supporters of a Canadian flect are 
against a temporary contribution may be gathered from the following 
paragraph in the Saturday Review of a recent date: 

“There is an article in the Nineteenth Century, by Mr. Arthur 
Hawkes, of Toronto, which hardly makes pleasant reading, because 
whilst its loyalty to the Empire is unchallangeable, it lends upport to 
the idea of the little Canadian Navy, as opposed to the policy embodied 
in Mr. Borden’s direct contribution to Imperial defence. . . . Mr. 
Hawkes fargets that Mr. Borden adopted the policy embodied in the 
Bill which the Senate refused to pass only after long and anxious in- 
vestigation and consultation with the Admiralty. Mr. Borden has faken 
an Imperial line because he saw that a Canadian navy would be a mere 
naval futility. . . - - If Canada's idea of nationhood within the empire 
is not entirely compatible with Mr. Borden's naval propositions, the 
sooner she and Mr. Hawkes study the matter from the larger point of 
view the better.’* 

Mr. Hawkes is not opposed to the Dreadnought policy. He is 
afraid of a permanent policy of centralization which would make the 
people of Britain regard the overseas Dominions as “our colonies," and 
he is in favor of a Canadian navy. If Mr. Borden had been clearer with 
regard to a Canadian navy and had shown less tendency to favor cen- 
tralism, he might easily have got his Dreadnought policy through Par- 
liament. 

The Saturday Review supports Mr. Borden and says that he saw 
that “ta Canadian navy would be a mere futility."" If the Saturday Re- 
view is correct in its statement of Mr. Borden's opinions, then the sup- 
porters of a Canadian navy will continue their agitation until Mr. Bor- 
den and his journalistic supporters here and in Britain change their 
view. A Britisher living in Canada should be, and must be, the equal 
of a Britisher living in Great Britain or Australia.

MONTEAL, Aug. 7.—The city is 
facing a heavy loss every year in con- 
nection with unpaid accounts. The 
City Treasurer recently had a dist of 
all the ‘bad debts’* on the books made 
out, and was astounded) that $950,000 
{ almost one million dollars, had bees 
Jost in twelve years through accounts 
which the city was unable to collect, 

On January 1, 1911, the property 
taxes oustanding amounted to $1,300,- 
000, This year they collected: $1,100,- 
000, leaving $200,000 that’ had to. Le 
written off on property taxes alone. 
In addition to this, there was $400,009 
unpaid in business taxes and $80,900 
on water taxes. 

The total loss in twelve years repro- 
sents 1-50 of the revenue of the city 
for that time:

Such a life he coveted for every indi- 
vidual, Courage is energetic. A cour- 
aegous man is not indolent, The rev.

They were courageous men, 
ready to do dnty. Englishmen and 
others who are connected with the 
British Empiro are just as courageous 
and ready for the call of duty.

THE MONARCH OF THE ROCKIES 
——. 

Up to the present year, Mount Rob- 
son, the Monarch of the Canudiaa 
Rockies, and the highest peak in that 
mnngnificent range, has only been 
conquered by one man, Rev. G. Ro B. 
Kinney, of the Canadian Alpine 
Cluh, who succeeded tn reaching the 
summit of this giant mountain 13,- 
700 feet above the sea level in the 
sear 1910, but this year, in connee- 
tion with the annual camp of the 
Canadian Alpine Club in Mount Rob- 
son Park, several members of the 
camp, under the guidance ‘of Conrad 
Kaln, the best of the Swixa guides ut 
Canada, have pluced to their record 
the difficult feat of reaching tha 
summit of this peak, 

For those who are unaware of the 
location of thia great mountain, the 
following will be of interest: “Mount 
Robson lies only a tew miles north ot 
the valley of the Fraser River, to the 
west of Yellowhead Pass, © throug 
which the Grand Trunk Pacific Rai!-

THE LOST CHILDS 


FOUND 


Child Who Wandered Away on 
Burnt Island Near Haileybury 
and Has Been Sought by a 
Small Army of Searchers 
Since Last Friday Is Found 
Caught Between Two Logs. 


MAILEYBURY, Aug. 13— Spee 
—By nothing short ofa mulrecre: itt 
Graco Cooper, the five year old child 
who was lost on Burnt leland, which 
Neg ins Lake ‘Timiskaming, “midway 
Ddetweon. Ontario and. Quebec, and 
about’ three miles “from Halleybury, 
since one o'clock on Friday afternoon, 
wae found alive and well at 220 this 
afternoon, five days and three hours 
after her disappearance. Tho child 
was found by C. H. Burton and John 
McLennan ¢f Halleybury, on the eeat 
shore of the Island, about two miles 
‘rom the ‘camp from which she had 

rayed. Her head was resting cn one 
om and her feet on another, and caught 
n this position, she had evidently been 
unable to free heraeif. 

“Will you come with me?” sald Mr. 
Burton, when: the rescuers discovered 
her.! “No,” replied Grace, “Will I take 
you. to: your mother then?” and the 
ebild ‘stretched. out her arms and 
ctied “Yea.” 

A search party of eighty-eight men, 
all familiar with the bush, left Hailey- 
bury on the’ steamer!

From Dominions 


Great Britain Cannot Otherwise 
Moet Full Naval Responsibliti 
of Empire. ; 


LONDON, Aug. 13.—The “Daily 
Telegraph’ to-day points out the ser- 
jous influence which the retention of 
so many ships of the Navy in home 
waters may have on the professional 
character of the officers and men, in- 
asmuch ax travel is of most value 2s 
an educational factor, The Telegraph 
urges in this connection more ships 
from the outlying stutions, and above 
all the formation of an Imperial 
squadron, provided jointly by the Mo- 
ther Country and the Dominions, It 
adds:— f 

“Its realization is delayed by the 
adverse vote of the Canadian Senate 
and by the fact. that the present 
standard of British shipbuilding and 
ship-manning is anadequate. 

“Only with the assistance of all 
the Dominions, and possibly India, 
ean the full: naval rvsponsibilities of 
the Empire be'met; and it is upon 
the evolution of some scheme of co- 
operation that the future of Imper- 
jal naval defence depends, and not 
only this, sbut in the professional 
standing of the Royal Navy itself.” 

Australia in naval affairs has triet 
lig run before sbe is able to walk, 
pwith the resultthat she is paying 
heayy price for her crror. Her navy, 
such as it is, is costing her this year 
nearly $12,500,000. 

She decided to build one, cruiser 
herself, the Brisbane, which is under 
reconstruction at. Sydney. In fact, 
however, she is not building the ship, 
but merely putting together the pre- 
pared material, which was sent out 
from this ‘country. 

This process ministers tu the pride 
of the Australians, but is not what is 
regarded as naval construction in this 
country.

Hayti, guve new sensational facts 
concerning the riots which attends! 
the death and funeral service of Tan- 
cred Auguste, the president of Hayti 
who was killed by the explosion in 
the palace on May 2. 

According to Mr. Kent, the fioting, 
which followed the tragedy in thz 
palace, did not compare with the riots 
on the day of the funeral, -May 4, 
which started: in the Cathedral, ut 
Port au Prince, when twelve soldiers 
of the guard of honor, fired their 
guns through the coffin of the presi- 
dent as it stood before the altar. 
Instantly the entire Cathedral was in 
an uproar aml twenty Americans who 
had gone fo the services had diffi- 
culty in escaping from the Cathedral 
without injury. = 
. The entire republic of Hayti was in 
a state bordering on anarchy alter the 
death of the president, and rioting in 
streets of the. capifal were frequent 
on May 2. The following duy the 
trouble died down to some extent 
and a State funeral -was arranged. 

At the Cathedral lives of soldiers, 
some in uniform, some in silk huts 
and nearly all barefoot and ragged, 
were drawn up as s guard of hogor.

In handling cream on the farm it 
is well to remember that it is the 
covling of the cream “and not the 
mere fact of getting it into water that 
is xo important. If the cream is Stit- 
red faithfully it will in a few min- 
utes be reduced to the same temp>r- 
ature as the water in the tank, while 
if put into the tank without stirring 
it may remain for several hours. it 
is needless to say that just as long a4 
the cream stays warm the bacteria, 
which even under the most sanitary 
conditions have gained access to the 
cream, will not be hindered yn their 
growth. The vast majority of milk 
bacteria, however, grow very slowly 
at the temperature of ordinary cold 
water; hence the importance of cool 
ing the cream very quickly.

Exports to the Dominion Have 
Practically Doubled in Last 
Three Y¥ 


WASHINGTON, D, C., Aug 16.— 
Details of the trade between the 
United States and Canada were made 
public to-day. by Mr.. Redfield, Secre- 
tary of the Department of Commerce. 

This statement follows the recent 
showing of Canada to be the second 
best customer of the United States 
Exports from the United States to 
Canada have practically doubled in 
the Jast three years.. Canada jis now 
a larger purchaser of the products of 
the United States than any other 
country except the United Kingdom: 

The total value of the exports from 
the United States to Canada in the 
fiscal year 1913 was: $41§,000,000, 
against $2%Y,000,000 in 1910. The grain 
for the single year 1912-13 was $86,- 
000,000, a larger increase than in any 
previous-year. 

Manufacturers form about two 
thirds of the American merchandise 
exported to Canada,.and~ were the 
chief factoy-Sm thé: remarkable gain 
by which that trade has practically 
doubled in three years.

Farmers 
who have becn taxed to pay for railroad subsidies, are now beginning to 
demand that the Government should assist in building and maintaining 
great thoroughfares through the country. “The probability is that in the 
next decade, more attention will/be paid to rural’roads and more good 
roads built in this country than have been built in the past fifty years. 

The important point to\be remembered, says thégJournal of Com- 
merce, is that good roads have a direct bearing upon the cost of com- 
modities and have also a direct and favorable effect upon the farm 
lands adjoining ‘a good road. 

That good roads have a direct effect upon the economic welfare of 
communities is shown in several concrete illustrations gathered by the 
United States Department of Agriculture. The department has just is- 
sued a statement on the subject, based upon a_ mass of information 
gathered by the office of public roads, which is making ‘a speciai study 
of the economic effect of road improvement.in the country. . According 
to data gathered, where good roads replace bad ones, the values of farm 
lands bordering on the roads increase. to such’an extent that the cost of 
road improvement is equalized, if notexceeded.:: The general land val-

LONDON, Ang. 18.—Special—Th-

ists to murder Viscount Kitchener, 
Agent and Consul General in Egypt 
since 1911. Lord Nitchener has been 
bie | staying in England for. some weeks, 
The Scotland Yard authorities — are 
looking for an Egyptian student who 
was lately at Oxford, and who is al 
leged to have been engincering the 
plot for the assassination of Lord 
Kitchener through an Egyptian 
Nationalist society, This student is

At the end the ex- 
pedition nearly came to grief through 
the capsizing of Dr. Wollaston's canoe. 
The explorer was rescued with ¢im- 
culty, but Jost diaries covering three 
months and a large quantity of kit 






Three members of the expedition died. |- 


Dr. Wollaston left England deter- 
mined to ascend Mount Carstensz, the 
bigheet, peak of the Nassau Range {a 
Dutch New Guinea. He was a member 
of-an expedition which unsuccessfully 
tried to accomplish . this. feat wares 
years preriously, - 

‘After conferring with, the Dutot 
authorities at Batavia tae doctor went 
to Borneo, and spent eight weeks col- 
lecting Dyaks before returning’ to 
Batavia: Here he was joined by Mr. 
C. B. Kloss, curator of the Kuala 
Lampur. Museum, and the two, with 
five native collectors and seventy-four 
Dysks, proceeded by boat to the south 
coast of Dutch New Guinea. They 
were escorted by forty Dutch soldiers 
and eighty convicta from Batavia 
under a Dutch officer, 

The party disembarked at the mouth 
of the Utakwa River, which had been 
ascended by Dutch. travellers twe 
years previously, and appeared to be 
the best route Into the unknown I[a- 
From the deck of the ship 
could be.seen the snow-capped. peaks 
of the mighty. Carstensz. A motor 
boat, built in England, and all the 
stores and equipment. were landed, 
and a base camp was made twenty 
tiles up the river. 

All this region wes quite uginhably 
ed, and the expedition had to carry 
every bit of its own food, Canoes 
were made by the Dyaks, and the 
river was ascended for two days be 
yond the base, but after that the ex- 
Dedition§ travelled by land. Depéte 
were established three days’ trave: 
spart, the frat being three days’ march 
up the foot hills of the Snow Range 

From the fourth dep6t the ascent 
was made to the snow line, Progress 
was very slow, the ridges being ap 
pallingly steep and the track rough 
In the high mountains the aun was 
never visible ezcept for an hour fa 
the morning, and the trevellers were 
alwaya in the clouds. 

At an altitude of about 5,000 feet, 
the expedition met some curious, but 
friendly folk, amall of stature, but not 
Pigmies, who showed the travellers 
their track and helped them. The 
highest point, 15,000 feet, was reached 
after five days’ march from the last 
base. The rain descended in a con-

Among a party of Nigerian chiefs 
who arrived at Plymouth was one huge 
fellow about 6 feet 6 Inches in height 
and broad in proportion. The chiefs 
came as n deputation to the Colonial 
Secretary to urge that certain rights 
of the natives should not be infringed, 
The names of the visitors were: 
Prince Bassey Duke Ephraim, Prince 
James Eyo Ita, Chief Mko Goodhead, 
Chief Richard Koko. 

They wore Furopean dress. and

Prince Bassey Duke Ephraim was 
educated in England for six -years, 
returning to Nigeria in 1892. Neither 
be nor his companions would say any- 
thing definite about thelr mission ex- 
cept that the result would affect mil- 
lions of natives.

“KINGSTON, Aug. 20.—While in a 
despondent mood, sitting in the wait- 
ing room: at the Cv P. R. station,

Mrs. Redden, ‘about’ thirty years of 
aye, wifo of Frand Redden, employed 
as a cab driver, took a small bottle 
containing carbolic acid from — her 
handbag, and drank a portion of the 
contents. She was attended by Dr, 
Donald Fee, and rushed to the General 
Hospital in Corbett’s ambulance, and 
it is believed that she will recover. 
She didnot take a very big dose of 
the poison. At tho hospital, Tuesday 
afternoon, it was stated that’ Mrs. 
Redden had evory chance of recovery. 

- After taking the poison, Mrs. Red- 
don walked over to tho ticket office in 
the station, and asked the ticket agent 
to telephone to the cab stand, where 
she thought her husband could be 
found, to tell him that sho had takon 
the poison. Mr. Flett first telephoned 
for a Ubctor and/an ambulance, and 
afterwards notified the cab stand, and 
the husband of the woman came over. 
After being attended, the woman was 
placed in the ambulance and taken to 
the general hospital. 

The police were also notified, and 
Constables Mullinger and Armstrong 
Were soon-on the scene, and took 
charge of tho bottle containing the 
Poison and the woman's handbag.

taken up with tattooing of a religious 
nature. Ou his back are the Lord's 
Prayer and the bymn, “Neorer My 
God to Thee.” 

There {s also a lady who has had 
Leonardo da Vinci's great picture of 







back, the picture being produced with 
marvelous fidelity; which calls to mind 
that some time azo a woman entered 
2 London hospital and the nurses dis- 
covered that the upper part of the 
right arm was entirely occupted with 
a pletorial representation of “The 
Rock of Ages,“ while on the lower 
part of the urm was the scene of the 
Crucitixton. 

Perhaps the most extraordinary 
tattooing idea ever carried out was 
that of a coachman; who, at the time 
Yof the Dreyfus trial, had his body and 
legs covered with no fower than one 
hondred’ and twenty Ilustrations of 
the case, Including portraits of the 
leading personages. Altogether the 
work occupied nearly two years, three 
months being devoted to a picture of 
the terrible ceremony of degradation, 
when Dreyfus was stripped of his 
decorations and uniform.

It 1s interesting to note, by the way,|; 


that quite a number of members of 
European Royal Famiiies bear tat- 
tooed designs. The Grand Duke 
Alexis of Russia, for Instance, is most 
elaborately tattooed; Ilkewlse his 
cousin, the Duke of Saxe-Coburg and 
Gotha. The Queen of Greece and the 
King of Sweden are also tattooed, On 
his arm Prince George of Greece has 
a wonderful representation of a fylug 
dragon in many colors. One of 
King George's arms bears a similar 
design, and Prince Francis of Teck 
has a curious picture of a frog leap 
ing for a small beetle tattooed on bis’ 
right forearm, 


WOMAN FROM THE PAST 


Lived In the Stone Age; Bones Found 
In Peterborough Clay Pit 

Workman excavutlug for clay in the 
yards of a brick company at Peter- 
borough found the skull und other re- 
mains of a woman which palwontolog- 
ists believe may cqual in age the skull 
of the primitive woman which was 
discovered in a pit at Piltdown Com- 
mon, Sussex, and which evoked so 
much Interest In the sclentile world. 

The skull is small, the occipital 
angle (back part of head) 1 acute, 
and the thigh bones are large, The 
top of the skull is fractured, The 
bones were found In the superficial 








preservation. They were huddled to- 
gether In the posture pear to 
burials of the Stone Age. 

Near the place of the discovery is 
the site of the prehistoric river which 
once flowed over England from the 
Greenland glaciers, and the remains 
may have been brought down by the 
ice. There is no trace of the smaller 
dones, though most of the teeth are 
etill in the skull.

Frightfnl Death 
of Two: Airmen 


ROUEN, Franco, - Aug. 25.—Tho 
French aviator, M. Montalent, and 1 
passenger, M. Metivier, were killed 
yesterday by the collapse of their hy- 
dro-acroplane. 

Montalent was one of the nine com- 
petitors in the hydro-aeroplane — race 
which started from Le Pecq., ‘neat 
Paris, this morning, for Deauville, 1 
seaport in the north of France. He 
reached Rouen third and was flying 
at a height of 1,000 fect as he ap- 
proached the town: 

The waiting crowds raw the ma- 
chine suddenly pitch violently and 
drop. The occupants were thrown out 
Montalent crashed through thea deck 
of a river barge; Metivier fell into the 
river. Both were so badly mangled 
that they could’ scarcely be recogni- 
zed. .

TORONTO, Aug. 28—Some five 
hundred “employees of the Simpson 
Knitting Factory on Berkeley Street 
were thrown out of employment on 
Monday through the action of eighteen 
girls who struck work. . The latter 
were dissatisfied because the manage- 
ment had reduced their wages five 
cents per day. Some time ago, when 
the rush season commenced, the rate 
of pay was increased from $1.10 to 
$1.25 per day, as it was found neces- 
sary to work the operators day and 
night, in separate shifts, Now that 
business has reached 2 normal state, 
only day ‘shifts sre required. Conse- 
quently the operators were notified on 
Saturday that the rate of pay during 
the winter would be only °$1.20 per 
day. : <t 

The eighteen who struck were not 
aware of the change until they went to 
the factory om Monday morning. They 
promptly decided not to accept the re- 
duction, and quit work. The manage- 
ment were caught unawares and had 
to stop the factory. - 

Yesterday operstions were resumed, 
but the eighteen did not return to 
work. Unless they do so to-day their 
places will be filled. The girls are not 
organized, so there is little danger of 
the trouble spreading.

‘The One and Only “W. G.” Still In 
the Game 


‘Although sixty-five years old, Dr 
‘W. G. Grace in atill a keen cricketer, 
De. Grace played in bis first recorded 
match 64 yeas ago, and when only 
sixteen appeared for the Gentlemen 
againat the Players. Jn. first-class 
matches he has played no fewer than 
126 three-figute innings—125 In Eng 
tand and one in Avatralia—and Jp 
all kinds of cricket he has bit as many 
as 217 hundreds, a feat which no other 
cricketer has approached. He hat 
scored no fewer than 13° double-cen- 
turies In first-class matches, and in 
consecutive innings in (1876 he made 
344, 177 and 318 not. out. 

In 1896, when within two montha of 
his 47th birthday. “W, G.” scored 1,000 
Tons as early as May 30. But perhaps 
the most remarkable performance of 
his career was at Gravesend in May, 
1895, in m match between Kent and 
Gloucestershire. He was in the field 
while every ball was bowled, and 
scored 257 and 73 not out, his wonder- 
ful batting coupled with Painter's un- 
expected success as a bowler in the 
second innings. of Kent, giving Glou- 
cestershire a brilliant victory. 

Dr. Grace has also on seven occa: 
sions accomplished the double feat 
of scoring 1,000 runs and taking 100 
wickets in one season. It has been 
well and truly said that ho Is the 
greatest cricketer who ever played, 
and that we cannot hope to see his 
Uke again.

BETTER TEAM WORK 
NOW THAN OF YORE. 


Cy Young Says) ei Thiet is lndloputabte 
Fact But ite Hard to Judge: 
Individuate 

‘There is.no denying that, baseball 
thas improved since’! started in the 
game nearly a quarter of a century 
‘ago, says the veteran.Cy Young. Per- 
‘haps there hasn't been so much im- 
provement; in, the individual players 
‘as some may idiagine, but there. has 
jbeen a big change In-teamn play. There 
‘veally- {is ‘no way .to’ tell whether: in- 
dividuals have improved or not. In 
horse races and athletics we have 
records which indicate’ whether. there 
has been improvement, but in baseball 
we haye nothing of the kind... 
We cannot prove, for instance, 
twhether a pitcher like Walter Johnson 
has more speed than. Amos Rusia had 
in his palmy days.” I¢ is merely a 
matter of opinion whether our best 
infielders are better than the men of 
&@ quarter of a century:ago. 
But in team play there is no chance 
for an argument. You no Jonger see 
outflelders rooted to one spot. For 
almost every batter they change post- 
tion, and, in fact, knowledge of the 
batters is almost half the game. In- 
fielders their brains more thas 
they used to. It {s no hitor-miss ar- 
rangement which man will cover sec 
ond on an attempted steal; it’s clock- 
‘work for the second baseman to cover 
firat on a sacrifice. Nothing is being 
overlooked to make the game better 
and faster. 
Do not imagine, for a minute, that 
pitching hasn’t improved. When 1 
started into baseball, all a pitcher 
needed ‘was speed. As a matter of 
fact, that was all I had. Now, to 
be successful, a pitcher must, first of 
all, have control, _He must know the 
weakness of each batter, He needs a 
change of. pace, a fast one and a slow 
one, to be anywhere near the top, and 
he must ‘include a cutve ball in his 
stock. .. ¢ 
And just as long as men think, the 
game will improve. It is only natural 
that it should do so, when brainy men 
devote the best part of their Ilves 
to the study of the game. Baseball 
In not perfect, It never will be, and 
for that very reason it continues tc 
hold its popularity. 


WOOD IS VALUABLE 


Good Substitutes Found For Rapldly 
Vanishing Oak of Ontario 








Over 1,200; wood-using industries in 
Ontario contributed: the data for a 
bulletin on this industry issued by the 
Forestry Branch, Ottawa. Thirty-four 
different, kinds of wood are used bs 
these industries. 

The bulletin shows. the tncreasing 
poverty of Ontario with regard to the 
more valuable work-woods. Almost 
half of the; thirty-four kinds of wood 
used are obtained principally from 
outside gources and three and one-hall 
million dollars are annually sent out 
of the province for Imported wood 
stock. The imported oak alone costs 
one million six hundred: thousand dol- 
lara annually, for this tree has be 
como commercially extinct in On- 
tario while the hickory and chestnut 
groves of southern Ontario have also, 
almost entirely disappeared. Even 
good clear white pine is becoming 
hard to obtain and Its market value 
‘Ia steadily rising for it represents 
“twenty-one per cent. of the total wood 
consumption In Ontario for industrial 
purposes. 

Of more Interest to the small con- 
sumer of wood-products are the side 
(ights thrown on the possibility of sub- 
stitating cheap home grown woods for 
‘the expensive foreign species. Recent 
‘testa made of their phyaical proper 
tles have demonstrated the sultabdility 
for certain purposes of many native 
species, bitherto deaplsed by the 
dealers. For hardwood flooring !n 
place of the oak and maple now fn 
general use, may be substituted the 
home” grown birch and beech which 
take a high pollsh and have the ad- 
vantage of being considerably cheaper. 
Likewise for interior finishing, the ex- 
pensive oak can be very closely im!- 
jtated by stained black ash and stained 
birch fs almost undistinguishable from 
mahogany, while stained red xitm Te- 
‘quires an expert to distinguish !t from 
the costly Circassian walnut. The ex: 
pensive white pine 1s being replaced 
ewhere durability Is not a requisite, by 
the cheaper spruce, basswood and elm. 
jPoplar and dalsam-fir are two of the 
‘most common trees.{n Ontario and that 
they have wider uses {s evident from 
the fact that poplar ia highly valued 
for hardwood © flooring In Manitobe 
while balsam-fir is perhaps the most 
widely used native species in the 
‘Maritime provinces. © :
